GALVvEsTON, Tex., April 19.—At the Beach 
hotel, late last night, in response to his cordial 
welcome to Galveston, President Harrison 
said in part: 

Iam glad to have been able to traverse this har- 
bor, and to look upon that liberal work which a 
liberal and united government has inaugurated 
for your benefit, and for the benetit of the north- 
west. (Great and prolonged cheers.) I have 
giways believed that it was one of 
the undisputed functions of the general 
make these great water- 
ways which penetrate our country and 
these harbors into which our shipping must come; 
to receive the tribute cf rail and river, safe and 
easy of access. This ministering care should ex- 
tend to our whole country, and I am glad of the 
adoption of a policy with reference to the har- 
bor work here at least, which I insisted upon in a 
public message. (Great and prolonged cheering.} 
An appropriation has been made adequate to the 
diligent and prompt completion of the work. 
[Great cheering.] In the past, the government has 
undertaken too many things at once, and 
its annual appropriations have been so inadequate 
that the work of the engineers was much retarded, 
and often seriously daimmaged in the interval of 
waiting for fresh appropriations. It is better 
policy, when work has once been determined to 
be of national significanee, that the appropriation 
should’ be enufficient to bring it speedily out 
without Joss toaconclusion. [Great cheering.) 
Tam glad thatthe scheme of the engineer for 
giving deep water to Galveston is thus to be 
_ prosecuted. have said some of 

our South Atlantic and gulf ports 
occupy a most favorable position for the new 
commerce toward which we are reaching out our 
hands, and which is reaching out its hands to us. 

(reat cheering.} lam an economist in the sense 
t I would not waste one dollar of the public 
money, Butlam not an economist in the sense 
that 1 would leave incomplete or suffer to lag any 
great work highly promotive of the true 
interests of our people. [Great cheering.) 
We are great enough and rich enough 
to reach forward to grander conceptions than 
have entered the minds of some of our statesmen 
inthe past. If you are content, I am not, that 
the nations of Europe shall absorb nearly the 
entire commerce of these near sister republics 
that lie south of us.

A for- 
eign mail service is the only mail service 
out of which the povernnen’ has been making a 
net profit. We donot make a profit out of our 
land service. Thereis an annual deficit which 
my good friend, the postmaster general, has been 
tryeng very hard to wipe out. ¢ theory of our 
mail service is that itis for the people: that we 
are not to make a profit out of it; that we are to 
give them as cheap postage as is possible. We 
are, many of us, looking forward to the time 
when we shall have one-cent in this 
country. ([Cheers.) We have been 80 close 
and unious in dealing with our ships, in the 
carrying of our foreign mails, that we have actu- 
ally made revenues out of that business, not hav- 
ing spent for it that we have received from it.

Some one may say we ought not to go 

to this business; that it is a subsidy. 
But, my friends, every other great nation 
of the world has been doing it, and is 
doing 1t today. At one time no wholesale mer- 
chant sent out a traveling man to solicit cus- 
tomers, out stood in his own store and awaited 
for customers, but presently some enterprising 
merchant began to send out men with their sam- 
ples to seek trade, to save cou buyers the cost 
of a trip to New York or Philadelphia, until fin- 
ally that practice has become universal, and these 
active and intelligent traveling men are seurrying 
this country over, pushing and soliciting in theif 
several lines of business.

A VALUABLE PRESENT. 


The Largest Private Collection of Americana 
in the Country. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 19.—The Johns 
Hopkins university has received from Colonel 
J. Thomas Scharff, the Maryland|[historian, one 
ofthe most valuable private collections of 
Americana in this country. The collection 


includes a great number of books, more than 
50,000 pamphlets and several hundred unpub- 


lished manuscripts. It includes valuable un- 
published manuscripts, mostly on the southern 
confederacy, of the late James D. McCabe, and 
part of the library of the late Henry B. Daw- 
son. On Maryland history, this is the best 
private collection in existence. ‘The greatest 
value of the gift lies, however, in the abun- 
dance of valuable material for a history of the 
southern confederacy. The donor believes 
that Baltimore is the proper depository of 
southern Americana, and gives his entire 
library tothe Johns Hopkins university, in 
the hope that other southern men will follow 
his example. 


THE CREEK NATION 


Is Getting Up a Little Race War of Its 
Own. 

MusxkoGEE, I. T., April 19.—{Special.]—The 
governor of the Creek nation has declined to 
interfere with the sentence in the case of seven 
men whoare condemned to be shot on Mon- 
day, February 20th, twenty miles west of 
Eufals, I. T. The condemned men are 
negroes, and itis reported here that serious 
trouble is anticipated between the colored and 
Indian racesin that nation. Both sides are 
arming themselves, The chief, Laperryman, is 
a candidate for re-election, and being tinctured 
with negro blood, is placed in a very embar- 
rassing attitude. The negroes in the national 
council also voted against his impeachment. 
There is great interest awakened all over the 
country, and bloodshed isjfeared. 


THE DEATH ROLL. 


Rear Admiral Alfred Taylor Died from the 
2 Grip. 

Wasuinoton, April 19.—Rear Admiral Al- 
fred Taylor, of the United States navy, re- 
tired, died here this afternoon from pneumo- 
nia and acute bronchitis following the grip. 
He was bornin Fairfax county, Virginia, in 
1810, and entered the navy as midshipman in 
1826. He served in the Mexican war, and 
during the civil war was attached to the Bos- 
ton navy yard. He was retired in 1872. 

CuicaGo, April 19.—Alanson Sweet, who came 
to Chicago when only soldiers, Indians and squat- 
ters were here, and who was oneof twelve men 
that agreed to found the town of Chicago, died 
vesterdn , aged eighty-seven.

The loss on the building is estimated at $25,- 
000, and of the several tenants about $15,000, 
covered by insurance. While the fire was at 
its height the roof fell, without warning, im- 
prisoning twenty’ firemen. The hose was 
quickly turned on, and after hot work all the 
men were finally saved.

THE FIGURES SHOWING THE TO 


BACCO INCREASE F 
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NEW ENGLAND OUT OF THE MARKET, 


But Florida Makes a Sudden Bound from 
21,000 to 500,000 Pounds Production 
The Probabilities Ahead. 


WaAsHInaTon, April 19.—[{Special.J—The 
census returns of the production of tobacce 
have been completed. 

They are in the rough, but are of great ims 
portance, as showing the shifting that has 
taken place in the lines of tobacco culture dur- 
ing the last ten years. The northwest, it is 
predicted, will eventually become a great tor 
bacco-growing region. The tobacco growg 
there now is wholly for home whe 
and cutsno figure even in the primary marke 
of the United States. 

DECREASE IN NEW ENGLAND. ; 

But the special agents of the census office 
report that there are large areas in that region 
which could be profitably utilized in the cub 
ture of tobacco for export. A remarkable de 
crease isshown in the New England sta 
which were once large producers 
tobacco. This is accounted for by the 
fact that the importation of Sumatra 
wrappers has practically driven the seed 
leaf growers out of the business, and com- 
pelled the abandonment of so many farms a8 
to cause general alarm. Superintendent 
Porter predicts that since the present high 
duty on Sumatra leaf, since the McKinley 
bill went into effect, the growers of that sec- 
tion have felt much encouraged, and that the 
crop in that section this year will be a phe- 
nomenal one. 

AN INCREASE IN NEW YORK, 

The increase in New York and Wisconsin, 
formerly heavy producers of seed leaf,is due to 
the fact that the planters were driven into 
growing the export variety, the Sumatra 
having compelled them to abandon the seed 
leaf. One pound of Sumatra will wrap four 
times as many cigars as the American seed 
leaf.

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IN FLORIDA. 

The most remarkable increase during the 
past ten years has occurred in Florida, whete 
the number of pounds produced has 
increased from 21,000 to almost 
500,000 pounds. Northern capital has 
poured into the state, syndicates 
have purchased large tracts of what was sup- 
posed to be worthless land, factories have been 
erected and a general era of prosperity has set 
in. 
frequently bringing from 50 to 75 cents per 
pound in the leaf. The cigars area little in- 
ferior to the Cuban brand, but they will un- 
doubtedly equal them when improved methods 
of fertilization are perfected. Since 1889 the 
increase has been incredible and large fortunes

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


A Favorable Report Received from the 
Manager. 

Paris, April 19.—The report on the Panama 
canal has been sent to the liquidator of the 
company, M. Monchicourt, by Lieutenant 
Wyse, who has been negotiating with the 
Colombian government to prolong the conces- 
sion. He says affairs have been placed in fair 
order, and urges immediate and energetic 
action to save the capital invested in the canal 
from destruction. Lieutenant Wyse advocates 
six locks, with a single artificial lake in the 
center. 

He estimates the time required to execute 
the work at five years, and the maximum cost 
at 600,000,000 of francs. He expresses the con- 
viction that before the expiration of ten years 
the profits of the new company, if it completes 
the canal, will suffice to pay a progressive 
proportionate share to the shareholders of the 
old company, besides paying a dividend on the 
shares of the new company. 

Finally, Lieutenant Wyse declares that the 
stories of the deadly climate in Panama are

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SUBSERVIENT TO RUSSIA. 


A Social Club Compelled to Receive an 
Objectionable Member. 


Paris, April 19.—A striking example of 
French subserviency to the Russian alliance 
has just occurred inclub circles. Young De 
Giers, an ;attache of the Russian embassy, 
a son of the Russian secretary 
for foreigu affairs, introduced in 


a leading club a friend as atemporary mem-. 


ber, and then proposed him for permanent 
membership. Lhe committee found the can- 
didate objectionable, and wrote advising De 
Giers to withdraw his friend’s nomination. 
De Giers was irritated, and refused to do so. 
The committee again advised the withdrawal 
of the nomination, whereupon Baron de 
Mohrenheim, Russian ambassador, interfered, 
and wrote to the committee that if 
the candidate was blackballed he would 
cause every member of the Russian embassv 
to resign. gA numberof club members desired 
to resent the ambassador’sletter. The |affair 
attaining proportions of a diplomatic incident, 
the committee decided that it would be best 
to admit the candidate. Not the least curious 
feature of the episode is the report that the 
‘4})-mannered Jew’’ thus forced upon the 
club is in the pay of the Russian secret ser- 
vice.

Difficulties of the French Government. 


Paris, April 19.—According to a leading 
Marseilles paper, the government, in view of 
the prospective failure of the harvest of wheat 
and the dearness of bread, will propose, in 
chambers, a temporary suspension of the tariff 
on cereals. That the report is true is improb- 
able, but itis notable as an indication of the 
difticulties that are awaiting the government 
during the tariff debates, in the face of the 
diminution of the crops. 


A Boer Expedition. 

Lonpow, April 19.—A telegram from Pre- 
toria, the south African republic, announces 
that a Boer expedition, with the consent of 
Portugal, will establish a republic in either 
Mashenlaor Manicaud. This project, if car- 
ried out, will affect the Manica territory, 
claimed by England, and will result in further 
trouble between England and Portugal. 


The Chicago Fair. 

Paris, April 18.—H. H. Kolsaat, of the 
Chicago fair directory, has arrived here, after 
an extensive tour of Europe. He reports that 
the business houses are taking greater interest 
in the fair.

THE SIXTH MASSACHUSETTS IN 
BALTIMORE. 


A. RARE DAY IN 


THE ITY. 


The Mobbing of the Sixth in the Beginning 


of the War Leads to a Pleasant 
Reunion Yesterday. 


Battmmore, Md., April 19.—The Worcester 
Light Infantry, which formed part of the his- 
toric Sixty Massachusetts, that fought the 
mob in Baltimore just thirty years ago, ar- 
rived here today, and were given a hearty 
welcome. The band of the company played 
“My Maryland” as they marched to the Car- 
rollton hotel, escorted by the city officials and 
posts of the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
crowds of people who filled the streets re- 
Sponded to the compliments with rousing 
cheers for the Old Bay State. Mayor Davidson 
delivered the welcoming address, in which he 
spoke of the visit as another evidence that the 
brave and loyal veterans of the war had for- 
gotten the long heat and bitterness of the 
Struggle between the states, and laid them 
aside for the more permanent conquests of 
generosity and kindness and brotherly affec- 
tion. Captains Sessons and Davis, of the 
Sixth Massachusetts, responded, and the visi- 
tors were then given the freedom of the city. 

The Sixth regiment is now called the Wor- 
cester Light Infantry, and consists of three 
parts who came,the veterans and the honorary 
members and the active members. A band of 
music and an appropriation of $1,000 by the citi- 
zens of Worcester to pay the expenses came with 
the forty-five men now being lionized. Com- 
pany C, Fifth regiment, and Post 46, Grand 
Army ofthe Republic welcomed and are enter- 
taining them tonight. 

Tomorrow evening they will be banqueted, 
and Tuesday make a pilgrimage to Washington 
and Mount Vernon. 

THE STORY OF THE MOB. 

In aninterview with me tonight, United 
States Circuit Judge Bond, who was a conspicu- 
ous figure in the events in Baltimore on 
April 19th, in his capacity of judge of the 
criminal court, gave some reminiscences up- 
setting the old story told of the march through 
Pratt street of; an unoffending company 
of soldiers, who were maltreated by 
a Baltimore mob. The statement is 
based on the investigations of the grand jury. 
He said that a parcel of custom house officers 
and people, imported here from certain other 
places, so far as the grand jury could ever find 
out, from Philadelphia and Cincinnati, ar- 
ranged themselves in front of the Massachu- 
setts troops, carrying a confederate flag, 
and with it marched in front of them for sev- 
eral blocks. The rabble seeing this column 
permit such an insult, began to throw mud at 
them, and from it came to stones. Then the 
colonel of the regiment ordered them to double 
quick up to Camden station, and the few com- 
panies of the regiment, panic-stricken, fired 
their guns at random, until the astonished 
people along the line imagined they were wan- 
tonly shooting the people, and not knowing 
their real purpose, obstructed their passage. 


DIED DOING HIS DUTY. 


A Flash of Electricity Kills a Brave Fire- 
man While Saving Lives. 

CuHaTTanooca, Tenn., April 19.—[Special.] 
A disastrous fire started here tonightin the 
European hotel, at 10 o’clock. Thisis twice 
the building has been destroyed by fire in the 
past three years. It is a large four-story brick 
structure on thecorner of Ninth and Cherry 
streets, and is a second-class hotel. At this 
hourit is-hard to learn how the fire started, 
The supposition is that it was from the kitchen 
on the first floor, in the rear. 

At 11 o’clock there was no way of telling if 
all occupants had escaped. Men who were on 
the fourth floor had tocome down the fire es- 
cape and stairs. It is thoughtall got out 


‘ gafe. 


In the previous fire four lives were lost, and 
tonight, so far, another victim is added to the 
list. When the extension ladder was being 
raised, and before the electric lights were shut 
off, the ladder crossed alive wire while two 
fifemen were already ascending. Phil Brown 
got safely past the wire, which wasemitting a 
flame where it touched the ladder. Charles 
Werner followed, but was shouted to by the 
crowd to desist. Turning to them he cried: 
“Shut your mouths; I know my business.’’ At 
that instanta bright blaze enveloped his body 
and he fell to the sidewalk, a distance of thirty 
feet. The doctors tried to resuscitate him, 
but he isacorpse. Other fatalities are feared. 

The loss on the building is $20,000 and on 
furniture $5,000. The insurance could not be 
obtained. S

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THE NEGRO SHOT DEAD 


While Making a Midnight Approach to a 
Planter’s House. 

GREENVILLE, Miss, , April 19—[Special.|—On 
Friday afternoon last,an unknown negro made 
his appearance on the plantation of J. 8S. Heb- 
ron, two milesof Leland. His manné@ alarmed 
the colored people on the place, to whom 
he told he was being hunted by white people. 
Young George Hebron, who is in charge, and 
lives on the place with his mother, was notified 
of this strange negro’s actions. Young He- 
bron at once made dilligent search for him on 
the place, but did not find him, and returned 
at nightfall to his home, and, in company with 
a trusted negro, remained on the guard on the 
gallery of their residence, both armed. At 
10 o’clock they observed some one stealthily 
walking in front of the yard fence. Young 
Hebron asked who it was and what he wanted. 
He received no reply, but the would-be in- 
tended made a leap and cleared the fence, and 
in a rapid gate proceeded toward the house, 
towards where Hebron and his guard were 
sitting. He was commanded to halt. To 
this he paid no heed. The command 
was renewed, but the negro kepton advancing. 
When within fifteen feet of the house, young 
Hebred fired the contents of one of the barrels 
of his shotgun, which contained No. 8 shot. 
The discharge struck the negro in the breast, 
who only exclaimed, ‘*Don’t shoot any more,” 
and reeled overand was dead bythe time 
Hebron reached him. 

The trespasser was a large, burly negro, 
bareheaded and barefooted. On his ankles 
and wrists were fresh signs of handcuffs and 
manacies.

LABOR IN DISTRESS. 


THE GREAT DANGERS IN THE 
COKE REGIONS. 


GOV. PATTISON’S PRESENCE CALLED FOR. 


A Wholesale Eviction of Strikers Expected, 
Today—Their Places Being Filled 
by Negroes and Italians. 


ScoTTpALE, Pa., April 19.—This was an- 
other lively day in the coke region. Numer- 
ous mass meetings were held, and preceding 
the wholesale evictions which will occur to 
morrow, they are taken with significance. A 
mass meeting of several hundred strikers was 
held at Summit plant, where imported foreign- 
ers have been at work. Every effort was put 
forth to get the Italians to attend, but with- 
out avail. They are quartered in what is 
known as the souphouse, and are heavily 
guarded by deputy sheriffs to prevent inter 
ference from strikers. Twenty-four of these 
Italians were at work at this mine yesterday. 
Tonight the labor leaders say theyjhope Gover 
nor Pattison wil] come to the region as intended, 
and make a rigid and searching investigatior 
of affairs. They claim that the strikers aré 
wrongly accused of many occurrences, and that 
nothing, barring an investigation, will bring 
out the fact of their innocence. 

AN ATTEMPT TO RESUME. 

The coke companies will make a persistent 
effort to resume more of their plancs tomorrow 
morning, and the labor leaders are to maintain 
hope of defeating the movement. The evic+ 
tion movement will be fully inaugurated, and 
some of the distressing scenes of 1881 and 1886 
will be re-enacted. That many families will 
resist, seems to be the general impression. 

The imported Italians and negroes will 
likely be the weapons of the different com, 
panies to break the strike, and carloads ol 
them are expected. 

THE SOLDIERS PRESENT.

An Important Question for a Savannah 
Court. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 16.—[Special.]—T wo 
important suits growing out of the Gadsden 
embezzlement were filed in the city court yes- 
terday against the Merchants’ National bank, 
one by George D. Carhart, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
for $29,000 of bonds, supposed to be of some 
$35,000 actual value; and the other by Law- 
rence Guilmartin for $15,000 of bonds, sup- 
posed to be worth $18,000. The bonds are of 
various corporations, and were deposited with 
ns Merchants’ {National bank for safe-keep- 
ng.

oldest citizen there, and his memory is stored 
with interesting facts in the early settlement 
of the county, some of which he has furnished 
to The Cordelean. 

Sixty-five years ago Lewis and J. W. Col 
lins moved to the county and built a small 
house of unpealed pine poles in the corner of 
lot No. 2, one of the four lots on which Cordele 
is located, and cleared a small patch on each 
side of the four lots. 

The county site was located where it now 
stands, was called Berrien and contained one 
store, kept by Gus Smith. The town contained 
about twenty inhabitants. Tom Key was 
clerk of superior court. The first courthouse 
was built of logs, and the first boarding: house 
was built by Barders & Brown. Soon after, 


* or near the time of which we write, the court- 


house was moved to Drayton, with the hope of 
making Flint river navigable to that point, 
but not succeeding it was carried back to its 
present site and . called Vienna. It 
was one of the stopping places for the stage on 
the line from Milledgeville to Pindertown, 
where it connected with the Tallahassee line. 
Those early settlers were engaged in stock, 
raising, and did but little farming, only plant- 
ing small patches of corn and potatoes. here 
was notaginin the county, and no cotton 
raised. The country was thinly settled and 
abounded with deer, turkeys, foxes and wolves. 
Calves could not be turned out at night on ac- 
count of being destroyed by wolves, which 
roamed over the hills where Cordele now 
stands, and whose howls could be heard at 
night. The people in those days lived on game 
and beef. 

Indians were plentiful, though friendly, and 
committed no depredations for some time, 
when they murdered a few whites. The 
creeks abounded in fish until repeated poison- 
ing with devil shoestring came near destroy- 
ing them. 

In an old graveyard in Cordele lie the neg- 
lected remains of the following named persons, 
early settlers of the county, with the number 
of years since some of them were laid there: 
Lewis Collins, sixty-four years ago; Missouri 
Collins, sixty years; Elafair Collins, sixty 
years; James Collins, fifty-eight years; Polly 
Collins, fifty-seven years; Pleasant Mathis, 
Mrs. Van, Mathew Nutt, J. H. Mathis and 
Abigail Collins, number of years not remem- 
bered. This graveyard was once enclosed 
with cedar palings, which have rotted, and 
the graves of those old settlers sadly neg- 
lected. 

In those early days, before any water mill 
was built, a few of the people owned hand 
mills, and those who did not, would fe to their 
neighbors’ to do their grinding, a distance of 
ten and fifteen miles. While opening the 
Blackshear road, which passes through Cor- 
dele, Generals Wilber and Lofton were mur 
dered at Cedar creek by the Indians and their 
heads cut off. Their bodies are buriedin a 
few steps of Mrs. Elizabeth Hamilton’s well. 
The heads were found some distance from the 
scene of murder, after the burial of the bodies, 
and buried at another place, near where 
found. 

What a change in sixty-five years! Where 
now stands the busy little city of Cordele was 
then a wilderness, where the bark of the fox 
and howl) of the wolf made~ the nights 
hideous.

But I want 
to show youjthat Job was right when; taking 
religion in one hand and the crystal in the 
other, he declared that the former is of far 
more value and beauty than the latter, recom- 
mending it toall the people and to all the 
ages, declaring: “The crystal cannot equal 
it.” In the first place I remark that religion 
is superior to the crystalin exactness. That 
shapeless mass of crystal against which you 
accidently dashed your foot is laid out with 
more exactness than any earthly city. There 
are six styles of crystallization and all of them 
divinely ordained. Every crystal has mathe- 
matical precision. God’s geometry reaches 
through it and it is a square or it is a rectangle 
or itis a rhomboid or in some way it hath a 
mathematical figure. Now religion beats that 
in the simple fact that spiritual accuracy is 
more bsautiful than material accuracy. God’s 
attributes are exact. God’s law exact. God's 
decrees exact. God’s management of the 
world exact. Never counting wrong, though 
he counts the grass-blades and the stars and 
the sands and the cycles. His providences 
never dealing with us perpendicularly when 
those providences ought to be oblique, 
nor lateral when they ought to be 
vertical. Everything in our life ar- 
ranged without any possibility of mistake. 
Each life a six-sided prism. Born at the right 
time; dying at the right time. There are no 
*“‘*happen-so’s’’ in our theology. If I thought 
this was a slipshod universe I would go crazy. 
God is not an anarchist. Law, order, symme- 
try, precision, a perfect square, a perfect rec- 
tangle, a perfect rhomboid, a perfect circle. 
The edge of God’s robe of gavernment never 
frays out. There are no loose screws in the 
world’s machinery. It did not just happen 
that Napolean was attacked with indigestion 
at Borodino so that he became incompetent for 
the day. Itdid not just happen that John 
Thomas, the missionary, on a heathen island, 
waiting for an outfit and orders for another 
missionary tour, received that outfit and those 
orders in a box that tloated ashore, while the 
ship and the crew that carried the box were 
never heard of. The barking of F. W. Robert- 
son’s dog, he tel's us, led to a line of events 
which brought him from the army into the 
Christian ministry, where he served God with 
world-renowned usefulness. It did not merely 
happen so. I believe in a particular provi- 
dence. I believe God’s geometry may be seen 
in all our life more beautifully than in ecrystal- 
lography. Job wasright. ‘The crystal can- 
not equal it.”’ 

Again I remark that religion is superior to 
the crystal in transparency. We know not 
when nor by whom glass was first discovered. 
Beads of it have been found in the tomb of 
Alexander Severus. Vases of it are brought 
up froin the ruins of Herculaneum. There 
were female adornments made out of it 3,000 
years ago—those adornments found now at- 
tached tothe mummies of Egypt. A great 
many commentators believe that my text 
means glass. What would we do without the 
crystal? The crystal in the window to keep 
out the storm and letin the day—the crystal 
overthe watch defending its delicate ma- 
chinery, yet allowing us tosee the hour—the 
crystal of the telescope by which the astrono- 
mer brings distant worlds so near that he can 
inspect them. Oh, the triumphsof the crys- 
tals in the celebrated windows of Rouen and 
Salisbury! But there is nothing so transpar- 
ent in a crystal as in our holy religion. Itisa 
transparent religion. You put it to your eye 
and you see man—his sin, his soul, his destiny. 
You look at God and you see something of the 
grandeur of his character. It is a transparent 
religion. Infidels tell us it isopaque. Do 

ou know why they tell us itis opaque? It is 
edi they are blind. The natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of God because they are 
spiritually discerned. There is no trouble 
with the crystal; the trouble is with the eyes 
which try to look through it. We pray for 
visiog, Lord, that our eyes —— be opened. 
When the evesalve cures our blindnes then we 
find that religion is transparent. 

It is a transparent Bible. All the mountains 
of the Bible come out; Sinai, the mountain of 
the law; Pisgah, the mountain of prospect; 
Olivet, the mountain of instruction; Calvary, 
the mountain of sacrifice. All the rivers of 
the Bible come out; Hiddekel, or the river of 
paradisical peauty; Jordan, or the river of 
holy chrism ; Cherith, or the river of prophetic 
supply; Nile, or the river of palaces; and the 
pure river of life from under.the throne, clear 
as‘crystal. While reading this Bibie after our 
eves have been touched by grace, we find it all 
transparent, and the earth rocks, now with 
cricitixion agony and now with judgment ter- 
ror,and Christ appears in some of his 256 titles, 
as far as I can count them—the bread,the rock, 
the captain, the commander, the conqueror, 
the star, and on and on beyond any capacity 
of mine to rehearse them. Transparent re- 
ligion! 

“The providence that seemed dark before be- 
comes pellucid. Now you tind God is not try- 
ing to put you down. Now you understand 
why you lost that child and why you lost your 
property; it wasto prepare you for eternal 
treasures. And why sickness came; it — 
the precursor of a juvenescence. An

It 
was to put you in the glorious company of 
such men as Ignatius, who, when he went out

1, it is not @ stale religion: it is not a 
stupid religion; it is not aii. hag, as 
some seein to have represented it; it is not a 
Meg Merrilies, with shriveled arm, come to 
scare the world. It is the fairest daughter of 
God, heiress of all His wealth. Her cheek 
the morning sky; her voice the music of the 
south wind; her step the dance of the sea. 
Come and wooher. The Spirit and the Bride 
say Come, and whosoever will, let him come. 
Do you agree with Solomon and say it isa 
lily? Then pluck it and wear it over your 
heart. Do you agree with Paul and say it is a 
crown? Then let this hour be your corona- 
tion. Do you agree with the Apocalypse and 
Say it is a springing fountain? Then come 
and slake the thirst of your soul. Do you be- 
lieve with Ezekiel and say itis a foliaged cedar?

““What,’’ say you, ‘will God wear jewelry ?” 
If He wanted it, He could make the stars of 
heaven his belt and have the evening cloud 
for the sandals of his feet; but He does not 
want that adornment. He will not have that 
jewelry. When God wants jewelry He comes 
down and digs it out of the depths and dark- 
ness of sin. These souls areal! crystallizations 
of mercy. He puts them on and He wears 
them in the presence of the whole universe. 
He wears them on the hand that was nailed, 
over the heart that was pierced, on the tem- 
ples that were stung. ‘“They shall be mine,”’ 
saith the Lord, ‘tin the day when I make up 
the jewels.””

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The Toiler Foots the Bill. 

From 1880 to 1890 the wealth of this 
country increased 50 per cent. It increased 
from $44,000,000,000 to $66,000,000,000. 

This increase was the result of labor. It 
‘was produced by the toilers of the country. 

But what became of this increase? A 
thoughtful writer in The San Francisco 
Argonaut proceeds to answer the question. 
Careful estimates show that on January l, 
1890, of the $66,000,000,000 of wealth in 
' the United States, 30,000 leading capitalists 

possessed $36,250,000,000, leaving $29, '750,- 
- 000,000 for the remaining 63,000,000 inhab- 
itants. 

It will be seen from these figures that 
although our farmers, artisans and other 
toilers produced the increase of $22,000,- 
000,000, a few capitalists absorbed most 
of it. 

If this thing is to go on, in about twenty- 
five years a few thousand plutocrats will 
practically own the whole country. 

The toilers of the country produce all 
that we eat, drink and wear in a year, and in 
addition add 4 per cent annually to our 
wealth. But the capitalists own the fac- 
tories, machinery and appliances used by 
laboring men. Capital should obtain a fair 
share of the increase of wealth. As it is, it 
takes the entire increase, and exacts so 
much that the laborers have to mortgage 
their little property and live on the pro- 


Ps * This is a true statement. During the 


past ten years the capitalists lived in luxury 
at the expense of the toilers. During the 
game period our farmers and other workers 
lived very plainly, although they increased 
the wealth of the country 50 per cent. Now, 


_ imple justice demands that the increase 


should be equally divided between the two 
classes. 

There is something wrong somewhere. 
In fact, nearly everything is wrong. 
McKinleyism, monopolies, plutocratic leg- 
islation, goldbug contraction of the currency 
and our extravagant government are build- 


- ing up the classes and pulling down the 


masses. The Argonaut writer says: 


Had the interest on money been at the rate of 4 
per cent,and had capitalists been content with 
profits of 4 per cent, capital would have swallowed 
up the entire surplus of $22,000,000,000, and would 
have left the farmera and other workers in pre- 
cisely the same financial condition in which they 

“were at the beginning of 1880. Capital, however, 
' was not content with profits of 4 cent, and the 
result was that the surplus wealth created during 
_ the decade was not sufficient to meet their unjust 
_ demands, and the workers of the country had to 
- mortgage their property to pay them the excess. 
_ The legai rate of interest in the different states 
- and territories ranges from 5 to 12 per cent; the 
| verage rate for the whole union being about 7 

percent. Louisiana is the only state in which the 
jegal rate is lower than 6 pér cent. The rate

business of this country. 

Mr. Boutwell shows that for a quarter of

The President Asks Questions. 

At Birmingham President Harrrison 
made the best speech of his entire trip. In 
the course of his remarks he said:

You 
have produced three-fourths of the cotton crop 
of the world, and it has brought you since the war 
about $8,000,000,000 of money to enrich your 
people, but as yet you are spinning in the south 
only 8 per cent of it. Why not, with the help we 
will give you in New England and the north, spin 
it all? 

Why not establish here cotton mills that shall 
send, not the crude agricultural products to other 
markets, but the manufactured products? Why 
not, while supplying 65,000,000 of people, reach out 
and take a part we have not had in the commerce 
of the world? I believe we are to see now a renais- 
sance in American prosperity and in the upbuild- 
ing again of our American merchant marine. 

I believe that these southern ports that so fa- 
vorably look out with invitations to the states of 
Central and South America shall yet see our fleets 
carrying the American flag and the products of 
Alabama to the markets of South America. 


Why not? Well, Mr. President, your 
administration takes every year $1 out of 
every $3 in circulation. This bears heavily 
on the new south. 

Then, the financial system upheld by the 
republican party ,is controlled by Wall 
street, and the south is made to suffer from 
@ currency faming whenever it suits a Tew 
money kings. : 

The republican party legislates, or at- 
tempts to legislate, against the interests of 
the south, and in a manner that alarms cap- 
ital. 

Again, Mr. President, your allusion to 
the South American markets with which 
we have, or expect to have, reciprocity 
shows that you unconsciously recognize the 
benefits of free trade, or fair trade. But 
the very opposite of this is McKinleyism, 
and we find it a clog rather than a spur. 

So, while natural conditions would seem 
to favor ourrapid manufacturing develop- 
ment, the artificial conditions imposed by 
the republican party keep us back, 

This is about the size of it.

Just suppose— but such a look forward stag- 
gers the mind, and we fall back upon the 
reflection that just such predictions have 
been made time and again. The chances 
are that Professor Totten is mistaken.

Bridges went to Chattanooga, and about 
three weeks * 4 returned and found the gir! in 
delicate health. He employed a nurse, rented 
a small room in the same house and made ar- 
rangements to marry her. 

But he was in an impecunious condition 
himeelf, and after working swo weeks at a 
brickyard, found himself too greatly embar- 
manna financially, to prepare for the nuptials, 
and the wedding was postponed until last 
Saturday. 

It was shown that the child was born Friday 
afternoon, but never breathed. 

Being too poor to pay for the burial, Bridges 
and the two brothers of the girl buried it in 
the field, intending to remove it to the grave- 
yard when they could raise the money.

A Company of This City to Build the Electric 
Roadin Memphis. 

Mr. C. E. Chinnock, of Atlanta, the district 
manager of the Edison General Electric Company, 
has just returned from Memphis, where he went 
to look after the bid his company had made for 
the electric street car contract in that city. 

After many days of suspense, the contract was 
awarded to the Edison eompawy, which will equip 
the Citizens’ Street Railway Company with all 
apparatus, power and rolling stock. When com- 
pleted this will be one ot the finest electric car 
systems in the United States. 

This is a signal victory for Atlanta, which 
carried off the honor in spite of the strenuous 
eff orts of more than sixty competitors. Itis one 
of the most important contracts ever awarded to 
any company in the south. 

The Memphis Commercial thus speks of the 
matter : 

“Over sixty different competitors were pulling 
for the big contract, but the real competition for 
the entire plant narrowed down to half a dozen. 
The company was determined to take no risks, 
and the winner wus to have the entire business, 
with all the subcontracts it might see fit to place, 
at its own responsibility. Early last week it was 
plainly evident that the fight was narrowing 
down to afinish, and the representatives of the 
competitive companies buckled their armor a 
notch tighter and wadedin. Yesterday afternoon 
the directors of the Street Railway Company were 
in close consultation over the proposals of the 
leaders for the prize, and occasionally Investor 
Billings would drop in and give a word of advice.

“Yes, Many hold office. They have become 
naturalized and are Hawaiian subjects. The hus- 
band of Queen Leila Kamakaha is an American.” 

‘Have tlie Hawaiians a literature?” 

“No. Their language has been reduced toa 
written form, and the Bible has been translated 
into it, but you could not say that they claima 
distinct literature.”’ 

“What ofthc educational advantages of Hon- 
oluiu?” 

“Very good. There are many schools, and well 
attended. Every one réads and_ writes. 
Hawaiian is taught in prepafatory schools. 
The higher sehools employ English. In fact, 
English is gaining rapidly, and the Hawaiians 
advocate ite general use. There are several 
churches, too, Roman and Protestant.”’ 

*» “What of Hawaiian architecture?”’ 

“There are some really imposing buildings. The 
palace, for example, is built of white coral.
